Through this; image I've 
tried to. represent the divine 
care of God for His only 
begotten son during his in- 
fancy and God's guida nce of 
Jesus throughout Christ's - 
earthly ministry. 

Many interesting things 
will be noted as you look at 
the structure surrounding 
the child. At first glance it 
resembles an earthen jar 

. much like those used for 
carrying water in Christ's 
day. That Christ should be 

^pictured within such a vessel 
is significant since he spoke 
of himself as the "Living 

: Water" which would satisfy

_ At the s ame time the in- 
side of this structure resem- 
bles flames, as "though the 
child were being offered as a 
sacrifice for sins.

In 1841. the Simmons, family from New York slate pur- 
chased 140 acres of land less than one half mile west of what 
is now the junction of Rtes. 59 and 183. The family finished the^ 
construction of a seven room house on. the land's highest hill 
in 1849, using homemade bricks (dried in the sun) and which 
can still be seen in a wall of the restaurant 

Starting with when the farmhouse was converted into' a 
restaurant and lounge in 1950, b,y Bernard Ha viland, many 
changes were made. For example, the large dining room in 
the house became a barroom and walls were removed in or- 
der to create a large public dining area.
